DOMESTIC NEW S. 


C o n g ressio n a l P r o c e e d in g s. 
SENATE. 
W ashington, March 3 i. — The Senate 
passed a number of billa authorizing the con- 
straction of public buildings, not to exceed, 
for site and buildings, the following amounts : 
Carson City, N ev., §100,000 ; l ’ueblo, Col., 
$200,000. 
When the Senate had disposed of these 
bills, Logan called up the M ilitary Academy 
appropriation b ill; bat messages having ar­ 
rived from tho House, L ogin gave way, and 
a message containing resolutions expressive 
cf the regret of tho House at the death of 
Haskell, late Representative in that body 
from Kansas, was laid before the Senate. 
Kemarka in memoriam of deceased were 
made by Ingalls, Dawes, Cockrell, Morrill 
and Plumb. 
Then, on motion, the Senate adopted a res­ 
olution expressive of its sorrow at the death 
of Haskell, and as a further tribute of re­ 
spect, adjourned, 
HOUSE. 
Washburn offered a preamble and resolu­ 
tion reciting that a petition had been pre­ 
sented to the Speaker concerning the Jean­ 
nette Arctic expedition, olf/ring evidence of 
the conduct of surviving members and the 
manner cf the investigation of the Naval 
Court of Inquiry; that facts presented in­ 
volve the honor aod humanity of officers of 
the United States service, as well as proper 
resp/ct to those who perished in the expe­ 
dition; and it is alleged the Oou'rt of Inquiry 
refused to admit valuable testimony to be 
given to bring cut the tacts of the case, and 
directing the Committee of N aval Atfairs to 
investigate the facte connected with the ex­ 
pedition and the alleged unofficer-likc and 
unseaman-like conduct therein, and send for 
persons and papers. 
Adopled. 
In connection with the above resolution, 
Washburn presented fet printing in the 
Record a petition of Dr. Daniel F . Collins, 
brother of Jerome J, Collins, of the Jean­ 
nette expedition, setting forth that after the 
month of September, Jerome J . Collins, to­ 
gether with other members of the expedi­ 
tion, was treated with every indignity and 
outrage, even to being deprived of all the 
scientific instillm ents and appliances of bis 
position as meteorologist of the expedition ; 
that on or about the year lb?'-1, while the 
Jeannette W33 held ia the ice, Jerome J. Col­ 
lins was placed under suspension or arrest by 
the commanding officer of the expedition, 
and remained so until he died of starvation 
and cold on the bunk of the river Lena, north­ 
ern Siberia. 
Townshend moved to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill pensioning survivors of the M ex­ 
ican war. 
After a lengthy debate, the rules were sus­ 
pended and the bill pa> ss-i—‘2-7 to 4'J, 
Adjourned.

REFLECTING 
PUBLIC 
SENTIMENT. 


In the contemplation of the C onstitu­ 
tion, “ extraordinary occasion ” must arise 
to justify a call for an extra session of the 
Legislature. 
This, of course, mUBt be 
such “ occasion ” as so deeply involves the 
interests of the people as to threaten in­ 
ju ry to th e S ta te , and against which legis­ 
lators in extra seseion convened can pro­ 
vide. 
W e have already shewn th at there does 
not now exist, in the opinion of the beat 
thought of 
the State, any threats or 
menaces to Stata interests, or the rights of 
th e people, as contem plated by the Consti­ 
tution as cause for a “ call.” 
If the Ex­ 
ecutive was led to believe, by those who 
clam or tor-an extra session, th at the rail­ 
road/tax cases constituted cause, it is now 
dlear th at even th a t excuse has been re­ 
moved, Einco the taxes have been paid, 
and the issue relative to penalties thereon 
is in Court for determination, w ith every 
right of the State preserved, and no legis­ 
lation on the part of the State can affect 
it, and this is conceded on all sides. 
There remains, therefore, only the con­ 
sideration of certain other topics to justify 
th e call. 
None of those advanced, we 
subm it, are of such a pressing nature as to 
fall w ithin the constitutional provision. 
There is no such emergency relating to any 
S tate institution, the condition of any 
S tate departm ent, or the adm inistration of 
any State trust, as to justify the always 
expensive and doubtful, and seldom profit­ 
able, “ extraordinary session.” 
This, we take it, is obvious to every 
citizen who locks upon th e State and its 
present ad m in istratio n . 
Men w ill search 
in vain for evidence of 
th i se pressing 
causes w hich, to ju stify a Bpecial convoca­ 
tion, should be eo patent and v ital as to be 
clear to th e vision of every citizen, an d so 
oppressive and extraordinary as to be felt 
by every taxpayer. 
T hat there is no such occasion as those 
w ho urge the Executive to declare exists, 
is obvious also from the tone of the press 
of the State. 
Certainly if the common­ 
w ealth were in such extrem ity as some 
would have us think, an echo of the pains 
of travail would be found in the pre38. 
N ow we challenge the proof th at in all the 
recent clamor there has been such expres­ 
sion of public print*, save among a few, 
and then only concerning the railroad tax 
issue, the rem nant of which, ws have al­ 
ready shown, is removed from present pub­ 
lic consideration and beyond the reach of 
legislative interference, while the tix prin­ 
cipal has been paid over to the State, to 
answ er any possible need of her treasury. 
B ut, on the other hand, the thonghtfnl 
press of the State opposes the extra session 
and advises against it. 
“ Extraordinary 
occasion,” it would seem, should bring 
about a very near approach to unanim ity 
of expression in the affirmative. 
B ut here 
is a case where the better portion of the 
exponents of public opinion occupy a posi­ 
tion in opposition to the demand for an ex­ 
tra session, and this very fact, it appears 
to us, should have sufficient weight to set­ 
tle the m atter and dispose of the clamor­ 
ous company of patriots who would have 
th e Governor believe th at State interests 
arc in such peril th a t an extraordinary set- 
aion of the Legislature, the very legality of 
th e existence of which is involved in doubt, 
is necessary. 
W e canuot quote from a great num ber 
of State papers in this brief space, but a 
few representing a wide area of the State 
reflect the sentim ent of the many. 
W ith but one exception, all the leading 
daily papers o f the metropolis o f 11- Slate 
oppose an extra a ssion. 
Xot a single one 
of the journals published at the Capital 


iavor it. 
The M arysville Ap)>cal exclaim s: “ W hat 
in the name of common sense can a 
legislative body do in regard to the col­ 
lection of a tax which is before th e Courts 
for official adjudication ?” 
The Y reka Journal declares th a t tho 
Dem ocrats of the State are nervous about 
th e proposal, and while some favor it, the 
great m ajority earnestly hope the Gov­ 
ernor will not issue his proclamation. 
There is hut one of all the daily press of 


th e city of Oakland favoring the call, and 


th e leading Democratic journal of th e in­ 


te r io r , published in th a t city, declares that 


if the proclamation issues “ it precipitates j 
perhaps untim ely activities upon the Dem­ 
ocratic party, which has been wearied by 
internal dissensions ever since the victory 
of ISS’2. 
U nder the most favorable cir­ 
cumstances parties hardly live through 
extra sessions of the Legislature. The risk 
is hightened by the fact th at the legisla­ 
tion probably asked for is of a kind th at 
should never be considered in the m idst cf 
clamor and excitem ent, because under such 
circumstances it invariably proves power­ 
less, or produces greater evils than it was 
intended to cure.” 
The Union Demurred of Sonora believes 
th at if the “ call ” were left to a vole of 
the people, “ a very large m ajority would 
give expression against it. 
E xtra sessions 
have defeated parties before, and there is 
abundant reason fur thinking they may do 
so again. 
They rarely accomplish w hat 
they are called for, and it looks as if failure 
alone would follow an extra session.” 
The Colusa Sun declines to give its coun­ 
tenance to the demand for an extra session, 
The Tuolumne Independent, after review­ 
ing the situation, believes there is no “ ex­ 
traordinary occasion.” 
The Modesto Daily Strawliuck says an 
extra session will be “ an enormous ex­ 
pense," and exclaims : 
“ W hat goodw ill 
result from calling tho Legislature to­ 
gether, after the tax suits have been set­ 
tled, God only knows.” 
The Petalum a Argus says “ an extra ses­ 
sion of the Legislature would be a calam ity 
to the people.” 
The San Jo3e Mercury expresses the be­ 
lief th at its only effect will be to sound the 
death-kcell of the Democratic party in this 
State. 
The Colton 
Semi-Tropic 
is 
bitterly 
vehement in its protest against the policy 
th at urges an extra session. 
The Farmers' Journal, which has noth­ 
ing but hate for the railroads, opposes the 
extra sessioD, which it says will cost a vast 
sum, “ w ithout any reasonable prospect of 
accomplishing any good, except to give the 
politicians and lobbyists a chance to bleed 
the taxpayers. 
In less than nine months a 
new Legislature will be chosen.” 
The Stockton Independent, the leading 
journal of th at city, a persistent anti-rail­ 
road paper, is pronounced and earnest in 
opposition to a call. 
The lied Bluff Sentinel declares th at 
“ only the Bourbon element, the bosses and 
politicians of the Democratic party de­ 
mand an extra session,” and it trusts the 
Governor will not yield to them. 
These are but a few of a host cf similar 
expressions of the press taken at a single 
sitting before one m ail’s exchange list. B ut 
they serve to show th at there is no unan­ 
im ity of demand, th a t in the various sec­ 
tions of the interior the people do not re- 
cogniz.e any “ extraordinary occasion,” and 
th at the voice of public opinion does not 
support the clamorous appeals of the inter­ 
ested few who urge the call. 
On the con­ 
trary, the expression of the thought of the 
State is th at such a call would be unwise. 
Politically, Republicans can well wish it 
to be m ade; but political vantage should 
not be had at the expense of State inter­ 
ests, and political am bition should be sub­ 
ordinated at all times to the welfare of the 
whole people.

WnsKE.is, The Republicans of the city of Sacra­ 
mento, in C-irrvcnliou as-embled, art* desirous of 
placing a perfect ticket iu the field, i nd of Insuring 
its election ; and whereas, tois being the Presiden­ 
tial year, it is the duty of all Republicans who have 
the welfare of the party, the city and the whole 
country at heart, to so organize as to harmonize all 
w itiiu its ranks, and to call to it Lll worthy voters, 
a duty we owe, not only to our municipal politics 
but to our Da*ior.al organizttion ; and whereas, it is 
essential that our Central Committee be composed 
of men, tiled and true Republicans, whose private 
lives ai, J public acts are above suspicion, who com­ 
mand the full confidence of the members of our 
own party as well as the respect of our polii ical op­ 
ponents ; and whereas, it- is a fact that there is 
widespread dissatisfaction with the City Central Com­ 
mittee chosen by this Convention on Saturday, aud 
which, whether indefensible or not, docs not change 
the situation, and which, whether justifiable aud 
right or not, does not remove the fa d that such 
dissatisfaction does exist, and threatens to seriously 
weaken if it does net divide tho party in this eity, 
at a time when of all others it should be united ; 
aud whereas, the sole aim cf tills Convention should 
he to legislate for the good of the citv and the 
unity*, harmony and success of the party, irrespect­ 
ive of the claims or ambitious of any of its mem­ 
bers ; therefore, be it 
Jtcsulced, That the ac'.lon of this Convention 
which elected a City Central Committee be reconsid­ 
ered. 
The reading of the resolution wns listened 
to attentively throughout, end at its close 
was warmly applauded. 
W . R. Cantwell, of the Third, thought the 
resolution contained tco many “ whereases,” 
and c imo in too late. The Convention had 
uamed their committee and could not go 
back cf their action. 
He therefore moved 
that thsy he laid on the table. 
His motion received several seconds. 
Be­ 
fore the question was put there were loud 
calls of ‘ roll call ” from the different wards, 
and upon a viva vocg vote it was decided to 
cail the roll. 
The motion to lay upon the table was car­ 
ried by the following vote : 
First W ard—Ayes 37, uoea 1. 
Second W ard—Ayes 10, nr e. 11. 
Third W ard—Ayes 23. noes 21. 
Fourth W ard—Ayes 20, noes 14. 
Total vote, 149; ayes 102, noes 47. 
Tne committee appoint •! Saturday even­ 
ing to wait upon John Weil and ascertain 
whether or not he would consent to be a 
candidate for First 
Trustee, made their 
report through Talbot H. Wallis. 
They had 
performed the duty assigned them and were 
informed by Mr. W eil that he would not 
accept. 
Judge W. H. Baatty had the Chair an­ 
nounce that the retiring and incoming City 
Central Committees would meet in his cftice 
in the M etropolitan building immediately 
after the adj .urnment of the Convention. 
FIEST TRUSTEE, 
Tolbot H . Wallis said he desired to place 
in nomination a gentleman for First Trustee, 
who was eminently qualified to fill that im­ 
portant and honorable position. 
He s&iu we 
need energy aud must put forward a candidate 
who haa nerve to fight and will battle to win. 
lie wished to name a Republican for the 
position of Mayor, who was courageous and 
valorous and would carry the Republican 
banuer triumphantly through tho campaign, 
and whose very name at the head of ihelicket 
was a guarantee of success. 
Ho is a man 
who never flinches from the performance of 
his whole duty—a man that would uni:e tba 
party, and whose superior qualities would 
insure for himself and the balance of tho 
ticket the entire vote of the Republican parly 
af the Capital City. 
He would present for 
that position the name of the Hon. Gruvs L. 
JohutOD. 
[Immenss applause.] 
Mr. Johnson, when the applause, which 
was long-continued, had subsided, addressed 
the Convention and thanked the gentleman 
who had placed him in nomination for bis 
eloquent and flattering rcmsiks. 
He said 
he valued the success of the Republican 
party far more than he did any personal am- 
biiioD. 
lie said the Republican party could 
acd would make it very uncomfortable for 
their political opponents in November next. 
If wo win now, it wo carry this city election, 
we will surely win then. 
It we b ee r ow, it 
will be very hard work then. 
There was no 
apparent teason why the Republican party 
should 
not 
elect 
tha 
entire 
ticket. 
This they will certainly do if they ate true 
to their principles, true to their party, true 
to themselves. 
W hy, he asked, should the 
Republican 
party 
be afraid of John <>. 
Brown? He is a personal friend of mine; 
his private lifejis hey end reproach ; his public 
career has been scrupulously honest; he it a 
good, first-class citizen, an honor to us and a 
credit to his family. 
Ha only spoke of him 
in his political aspect—as to his political 
claims upon the people—for as an individual 
none r uk higher in my estimation. 
He is 
one of tho best men they have. 
Decent 
men are scarce in the Democratic ranks, and 
hence when they get a good man like Brown 
they puff him to death almost. 
During the 
rebellion, when tho 
fate of the nation 
trembled in tha balance and 
the 
aid 
of every loyal citizen was needed by our coun­ 
try, where then was John Q Brown 7 I t is 
a matter of common notoriety that he was a 
dyed-iu-the-wool secessionist, who, it is said, 
rejoiced at rebel successes and Union defeats. 
Sacramento has a Republican majority of 
from 500 to 1,000 ; aud what has John Q 
Brown ever done for them that he should be 
retained in efface by the suffrage ef Republi­ 
cans? W hat has he done for the city, either 
as a private citizen or iu his position as 
Mayor ? He has by his official acts demoral­ 
ized the police force in ihis city, uutil we are 
unprotected by them. 
H e has played fast 
and loose on the bond question, and in his 
opinion had violated his oath to support the 
Constitution when he voted to lie n*o the 
crime of gambling. 
If the City cud District 
Attorneys had done their whole duty, the 
Mayor, instead of emplnying counsel to de­ 
fend that cruinasce, would have been looking 
ar. uud tor lawyers to defend himeelf. 
He 
said every liepub ican was aware of the fact 
that Mr. Brown was adyed iu-the wool Dem­ 
ocrat. 
However, he remarked, he is a man 
of good character and conduct, of gen­ 
erous impulses, 
and a 
perse nal 
friend 
of 
his. 
Mr. 
Brown 
is not 
half 
as 
strung as his friends claim, and his public 
record does not help him. 
The reztoa we 
cannot find a suitable candidate t gainst him 
is simply because we have no confidence iu 
our leaders, who slaughler our candidates at 
the polls. 
He said if he c utid be assured of 
the support of the City Central Committee 
and the F irst ar.d Second W ard leaders, 
matters would look entirely different for the 
party and the Republican nominees. 
If he 
couid see that the persons who had wrought, 
ruin to Republicanism in Sacramento were not 
torulo thocoimcilsof the party, then the future 
would look brighter. 
Just look at the past. 
The defeat of Green by Brown three years 
ago was not because of anything urged or 
said against Grten, but because of the fact 
that his nomination was forced down the 
I throats cf Republicans who were not given n 
fair show at the primaries. 
If fair p ay had 
been the rule in the Republican campio 1881, 
Brovrn would have been beaten. 
Two years 
ago Ames was badly defeated by Gutenberger, 
nut because of hostility to Ames persoually, 
but because the Republicans desired to re­ 
buke the outrageous frauds practiced in the 
First W ard, which resulted in nominating 
Ames. 
Ames was much bet*er qualified for 
the position than Gutenberger, but the lead­ 
ers of the 
parly again 
led 
ns to de­ 
feat because they did uot act fairly or de­ 
cently—and yet they were retained in Dower. 
Cue year ago Knox was beaten by NieDen 
because the manner of his nomination was 
improper, and agaiu tha self-constituted 
leaders r.f the party were repudiated at the 
polls. 
Again the masses of the Republican 
party refused to countenance fraud in the 
nomination cf their candidates. 
Such is the 
political record for three years in reference to 
eity elections. 
Is it any wonder that Repub­ 
licans are afraid cf such leaders—that good 
men hesitate to accept nom ina'ions at their 
hands ? The path of cur party for years past 
i? strewn with candidates fraudulently nom­ 
inated, and tiierefore righteously beaten at 
the polls, and of other candidates slaughtered 
at the polls by the very Republican commit­ 
tees and leaders that nominated them,it would 
now seem with the design of defeating them. 
I t is time for the Republican party to wake 
up to a fail realization of the truth regarding 
there city elections. It is time to stop this fool­ 
ishness. 
It re ts with the party !o meet the 
responsibility cf the hour and shake off the 
ruls of leaders who lead us to defeat because 
of their own folly and misconduct. 
He said 
he had strong feelings upon this question, for 
he knew that unless this thing is charged 
there is no hop" for the Republican party in 
Sacrameuto. 
We will be bra ter, and con­ 
tinue to be beaten, if we permit such conduct 
longer to continue; if we recognize longer 
such self-appointed captains of our party; if 
we do not refuse to countenance fraud in po­ 
litical management by rebuking it in the pri­ 
maries and Conventions os w ill as at the polls. 
He said he hesitated long as to his duty this 
spring. 
He debated as to what course he 
ought to take in politics. 
He almost de­ 


spaired of any reform being had in the party, 
because these things were condoned each 
year by the selection of the same leaders 
a'ter the full expose of their transactions. 
But whrie thinking and discussing the matter 
with his hoad and heart, he read the testi- 
monv as given befere the sub-committee of 
the United States Senate, wherein is detailed 
the horrible cruelties practiced upon certain 
people of the South—of their murder even— 
because tbay dared to vote the Republican 
tick et; and he made up his mind that he 
would make one more fight, labor one 
more 
year, 
and 
give 
one 
mote vote 
to elect Eome good Republican like Jam ss 
G. Blaine President, 
[fmmente applause ] 
Hence he was iu tho Convention ; hence be 
was working and speaking for the Republi­ 
can party. 
B ut be felt that it was a friendly 
act to point out the errors of a friend, that 
he may correct tbern, and so h8 referred to 
these most outrageous wrongs perpetrated 
upon the Republicans of Sacramento city— 
wrongs and frauds that have alienated from 
us many good men, have caused *.: all cur de­ 
feats, and that will continue to defeat us uu* 
less we right them, uzie-s we prevent them, 
unless we slop honoring the men th at do 
these wrongs. 
He fait no fear cf John Q. 
Brown’s popularity. He had no terror for 
the Democratic tiger or party. 
W e have a 
Republican majority in Sacramento, aud he 
was certain that we eoold elect our ticket 
if Republicans would only vote and work it. 
He said he was confident tnat he could be 
elected by from 500 to 1.000 majority if all 
the members cf the City Central Committed 
and their friends in the Firs t, and Second 
Wards and Government officials 
would 
support 
him 
a t 
the 
pels. 
B ut 
he 
was counted out in 1882—aittough legally 
and tquarely elected—by these people, and 
he did not propore to give them another 
chance at present. 
He would be willing to 
sink his personal feeliDgs, to do violence to 
his desires, to mjure his business by accent­ 
ing the nomination, in order to help the Re­ 
publican parly, were he assured of the sup- 
jrort at the pods of the whole City Commit­ 
tee ; but under the circrvr stances he must 
decline. 
Ha valued the Republican party. 
He wished it to succeed. 
Could he by giving 
up his right arm insure victory on March 11th 
he would freely surrender i t ; but he saw no 
good to result from a useless sacrifice. There­ 
fore, with thanks to the gentleman who nom­ 
inated him—and he wished to say that it was 
done without his knowledge or consent—and 
to the Convention for the favorable and en­ 
thusiastic reception of his name, he declined 
the nomination. 
But a faint outline of Mr. Johnson's speech 
is given, the political allusions ana exhorta­ 
tions and other m atters being omitted, that 
were discussed by him in a most eloquent and 
impressive manner. 
The speech was a most 
able, eloquent and 
convincing one, and 
carried the Convention with the speaker, 
who wa3 frequently interrupted by most 
hearty ana enthusiastic applause. 
F . R. D ray said h#wi»hed to place in nom­ 
ination for the position of Mayor a gentleman 
who understands hims.if and the wants of 
the community, whom no Republican could 
say anything against, and one whom no 
Republican ccuid refuse to support. 
He 
named Joseph Steffens, the President of the 
Board of Trade. 
[ I'he announcement of the 
name cf Mr. Steffens was greeted with im­ 
mense applause.J 
Mr. Day’s remarks were 
eulogistic of the many good qualities of Mr. 
Steffens, claiming that he v,a3 eminently 
fitted for tho position of Mayor. 
He re­ 
viewed the official acts of Mayor Brown, 
which were not complimentary to the latter. 
He exhorted the Republicans to stand by 
their ticket and they would surely win. 
J . C. Tubbs saiil that Joseph Steffens was 
a man of ability, undoubted moral character 
and unquestioned integrity. 
He heartily 
seconded the nomination. 
P. E. P latt said he had known Mr. Steffens 
for many yeare, and could heartily indorse 
all that had been said by the other speakers. 
Mr. Steffens was a member of tha Citizens’ 
Committee, and ha bespoke for him the en­ 
tire support of that organization. 
Tolbot H . W allis also seconded the nom­ 
ination in a few appropriate remarks, as did 
also Judge W . R . Cantwell. 
Mr, Steffens was called for, went upon the 
stage, and addressed the Convention. 
He 
said he appeared as a candidate for the office 
of First Trustee. 
He had iived iu this city 
for many years, had made and invested his 
means here, and his record would show that 
he had always voted the Republican ticket. 
In voting for him in 1884, he eaid, they 
would be supporting a mao who was sup­ 
porting Republican principles in 18(14. 
Ke 
said he wished to rai e the mortgage that the 
Democracy apparently cad on the First 
Trusteeship. 
He was desirous of dispelling 
that hallucination that eome seem to have, 
that a man ercs in office is entitled to it the 
balance of his natural life. 
H e said he 
would use his every influence to be elected, 
and endeavor to secure the election of the 
entire ticke*, from top 10 bnttc m. 
He would 
contest or tof.le the debt of the city to the 
very fceEt ¡merest of his constituency. He had 
read the resolntiocs and platform adopted 
by the Convention, and heartily indorsed 
them. 
He had mad9 no promises or pleages 
and was obligated to no person or psrsoDs in 
any manner whatsoever, 
if nominated anti 
elected he would not allow his private busi­ 
ness to interfere with his duties as M ayor but 
would attend to these duties first, last and 
all the time to the very beat of his ability. 
On motion of Judge S. S. Hull Mr. Stef­ 
fens was nominated unanimously for first 
Trustee by acclamation, and was declared 
the nominee of the Convention. 
Grove L. Johnson, a member of the Re­ 
publican City Central Committee from the 
Third W ard, tendered his resignation. 
Wio. 
J . Davis moved th at tha Convention do not 
accept the resignation, and the eame was car­ 
ried. 
A vote of thanks was tendered D. -T. Sim­ 
mons, manager of the M etropolitan Theater, 
for the use cf the same, which had been do­ 
nated. 
A t 9:30 r. M. the Convention adjourned 
sine die.

The Board of City Tiuatess met ia regular 
session yesterday morning, all the members 
present. 
M ark Foster, Chief Engineer of the wator 
works, reported that during the past week 
the Holly pump was in operation 132 hours, 
pumping 11.800.250 gallons cf water. 
M at, Kaicher, Chief of Police, reported 
192 arrests for the month of February, acd 
1,229 meals furnished. 
An ordinance, granting F. G. Waterhouse 
the right to erect poles along the streets for 
electric light purposes, was introduced and 
laid over, nnder the ruie, for one week. 
Philip Rumble, Poundmaster, 
reported 
that during the month of February he had 
impounded eleven cattle and fifty-six doge. 
All of the cattle were redeemed. 
Thirty-one 
of the dogs were killed. 
During the month 
he collected as fees $17 50. 
The Superintendent of the City Cemeteries 
reported forty-one deaths for the month, and 
six brought here for interment. 
luterm rnts 
were made as follows: City Cemetery 25, 
Now Helvetia 15, St. Joseph 6, Now Masonic 
1. 
His rece’pts were as follows : From saia 
of lots $150, permits $48. total $198. 
Harbormaster N. A. Kidder reported col­ 
lections for February as follow? : Levee dues 
from steamerB $105, new fish market $10, 
barges 810 ; total, $125. 
The Fire Commistio,.er3 made an annual 
report which shows that last year tee total 
expenses of the department amounted to 
$23.808 G7. 
Of this $18,300 went as salaries 
of officers and members, $9C0 
to the Su­ 
perintendent of 
the 
telegraph 
and fire 
alarm, $540 to the steward of the Hayes 
track, §252 for automatic swinging harness. 
$377 for repairs to engine-houses and $244 72 
for repairs to engines and carts, and tha re­ 
mainder for varió-a? articles and repairs to 
fire alarm boxes, $1,110 84 being for feed, 
and $419 84 for shoeing horses and repairing 
harness, $275 for a horse and $231 50 for 
rings, couplings, etc. 
Some of tha-e can not 
bo charged for ss actual running expenses. 
Therefore the actual cost for tho year is put 
at $23,504 14. 
The Commissioners report 
that all the permanent members of the de­ 
partm ent have obeyed the orders to procure 
and wear uniforms. 
An order w.-.s passed transferring $033 
from tha general fard to the Fire D epart­ 
ment fund. 
The Fire Commissioners re­ 
quested this action because there was not 
money enough to pay the February salaries 
of firemen and the City A ttoraey recom­ 
mended tho transfer. 
Auditor McKee Btates 
that this, added to the amount in the Fire 
Department Fund, is sufficient to pay sala­ 
ries. 
After allowing a large numbsr of bills 
and 
.-dering the same paid the Board ad­ 
journed to 10 A. M. to-day. 


TEE WEATHER. 


Sergeant Barwiclc reports as follows : The 
barometer continued failing all day yester­ 
day, with light north winds up to noon, with 
cloudy and fair weather. 
After noon the 
wind backed to south and southeast, travel­ 
ing at an average rate of six or eight miles 
per hour.

present season, 40.81 inches, which la but .08 
of an inch behind this time last year. 
The 
average precipitation for tha past seven years 
is 13.01 inche?; the present season is 2.80 
inches behind a seven-years’ average to an 
equal date. 
l’he otorm must be quite heavy at Los An­ 
geles. for by our report to-night it was rain­ 
ing heavy, and had been ever since before 
noon yesterday. 
During the storm there has 
teen 170 inches at Los ADgelos, .04 of an 
inch at San Francisco, and an inappreciable 
amount at Sacramento, with cloudy weather 
at Rad Bluff.

The 
Executive Committee of the Cigar M anu­ 
facturers’ Aescciation to-day met the leaf 
dealers, and asked th en not to Bell any letf 
tobacco to any firm employing Chinese labor 
during the lockout. No Chinaman will be 
employed until these who left Lewis & Co.'a 
and Plageman’s shall have returned to work. 
The manufacturers will also bring white 
labor from New York to take the place of 
Chinese labor. 
I t is expected that the men 
and tbeir families will be here within the 
next two or three weeks, and on their arrival 
they will be distributed pro rata among the 
various firms.
